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Rome's magnificent contribution of new architectural forms and principles of 
construction. This Mr. Jones has not done and his summary of Roman 
architecture is significant. 

The half-tone reproductions, so lavishly offered, are remarkably clear, but 
the gilt reproduction of the Lateran pilaster and of the sardonix portrait of 
Augustus disfigure rather than adorn the cover. The reader is also annoyed 
by frequent references to "figure" and "plate" by number and not by page.
